BISHOP ESHER IS DECLARED GUILTY. 


All the Bishops of the Evgengelical Chareh 
Now Under Suspension. 

ReavinG, Pa., March 21.—|Special.]—Bishb- 
op J. J. Esher of Chicago was found guilty 
here this afternoon of all the charges against 
bim—falsehood, slander; and reviving old 
ditticulties for the purpose of creating dis- 
sensions in the church. The committee 
which investigated him made the following 
recommendation: “That Bishop J. J. Esher 
be suspended from office as Bishop and 
preacher of the Evangelical Association until 
the next session of the general conference in 
1891. 

The committee heard about a dozen wit- 
nesses, who gave a large amount of testi- 
mony in support of the assertion 
thas Bishop Esher has been guilty 
of silandering leading ministers and 
members; that he has told deliberate false- 
hoods in order to attain hisown ends, and 
that he has acted in a very unchristianlike 
manner generally. 

There were seventeen ministers on the 
committee and they found him guilty unani- 
mously. The three Bishops of the Kvangell- 
cal Cnurch—the Revs. Dubs, Bowman, and 
Esher—have now been tried and found guil- 
‘ty, and the general conference in 1891 will 
finally dispose of the cases. It is likely that 
the civil courts will now be invoked. 


NO DESTITUTION IN NEBRASKA, 


So Say Gov. Thayer and President Greer—- 
No Aid Needed. 

Lrxcoun, Neb., March 21.—[Special. |--Gov. 
Thayer and the President of the State Board 
of Agriculture, R. R. Greer of Kearney, have 
just come in from a tour of inspection in the 
extreme western counties, where destitution 
has been reported. They drove ovér 100 
miles, attended a number of public meetings, 
and interviewed a large numberof home 
steaders en route. They report no cases of 
destitution anywhere. Many of the home- 
steaders were hard up, but not more so than 
inany border commuaity, and everywhere 
they founda feeling that the people could 
take care of themselves and would not ac- 
cept aid if tendered.

The Romantic Story of the Yankee Officer’s . 
Courtship of a Fair Rebel. . 


PirtsBuRG, Pa., March 21.—[Special. |—The 
story of the courtship of Gen. Crook is roman- 
tic. Early in the war Crook, then a Captain, 
was stopping at the Queen City Hotel, Cum- 
berland, Md. He was there assisting Gen. 
Kelly in organizing regiments and aefending 
the State of West Virginia from invasioa. Gen 
Kelly was at the same hotel. ioe proprietor 
of the house was Jobn Daily, who was also 
proprietor of Glade’s Hotel at Oakland, Ma., 
@ famous resort. Mr. Daiijy had two daugh- 
ters, tue eldest of whom, Miss Mary, was a 
charming and pretty girl. She had Southern 
sympathies, for her mother was a member of 
@ wealthy and notabie old Virginia family 
who lived at Moorfield. 

During Crook’s stay at tne hotel he was 
much attracted by tne young lady, but she 
was @ spirited giri and refused to be gracious 
to tne Yankee officer, although at heart she 
liked him, 

The eidest of Boniface Dally’s children 
was a son James, who was devoted to the 
cause of the Confederacy. He took offense 
at the persistent and open attentions of 
Crook to bis sister, and finally organized a 
band of about fifty young and daring spirits 
like himseif and saw that they were well 
mounted andarmed.

Miss Mary then showed her true feel:ngs, 
and nursed ner brother’s late captive through 
whatat one time was thought to be a fatal 
illness. When he recovered he proposed but 
was refused, her political sentiment stili 
being in the ascendant.

States sought to relieve its own distress by 
abundant issues of paper money, which it 
made alegal tender and which became ut- 
terly valueless with a rapidity commensurate 
to the quantity issued. There were revolts 
in nearly ail the New England States. Gen- 
eral anarchy and civil war were feared, 
Each of the “sovereign” States established 
its own custom-houses and collected duties 
pn the products of its neighvors. New York 
imposed tolis on the wood broughtin by the 
New Jersey farmers, and the garden sass of 
the Connecticut farmers, and the beans of 
Massachusetts. They retaliated against 
New York. gThere were everywhere con- 
fusion, discord, and wretchedness, poverty 
and State sovereigaty, seltishness and folly. 
Thut miserable and deplorabie state of af- 
fairs forced the adoption of the National 
Constitution, which finally gave the country 
a Government able to perform its duties. It 
was due to the influence of Washington, 
Madison, Hamilton, and Franklin that the 
National Government was created, as the 
State-rights fools and. fanatics fought it from 
first to last. Let those read Mr. Fiske’s 
“Critical Perioa’’ who are enamored with 
the State sovereignty doctrine, and see— 
judging of the future by the past—where it 
would lead if it were to prevail again. 


DEFEAT OF THE BLAIR HUMBUG BILL. 

The Blair Educational bill to demoralize 
self-reliance and self-helpin the South has 
been defeated in the Senate by a vote of 87 
to 81, which is tantamount to a final close of 
the cranky contention which Senator Biair 
of New Hampshire has kept up with such 
persistency during the last six or eight years. 
There has never been a time when the House 
was ready to vote for the pestiferous meas- 
ure, so the bill is killed in its stronghold, and 
this will probably be the end of it, which 
leaves the Senator from New Hampshire 
free to concentrate himseif on bis other two 
hobbies—female suffrage and political probi- 
bition. It has taken the Senate an inordi- 
nate time to appreciate public sentiment, but 
at last it has discovered that neither the peo- 
ple of the North nor of the South were in 
favor of the measure, and that their disfavor 
was growing stronger year by year, and 
acted accordingly. 

Had the anti-self-help Blair bill been en- 
acted it would have been one of the most 
mischievous measures that ever passed the 
American Congress. It would have ruined 
the cause of common-school educaticn in the 
South long before the limitations of Na- 
tional appropriahons had expired. It 
would have made. a serious drain 
upon the National Treasury. It would 
have broken down the public-school 
system which the South has inaugurated 
since the war and which bas been well 
grounded and year by year has prospered 
and grown into fair and solid proportions. 
It would have led the South to depena upon 
tne Federai Government for the maintenance 
of its public schoois, and thus that section 
would have lost the quality of self-reliance 
and seif-help which lies at the basis of popular 
education. Instead of drawing their support 
from the people who are to be benefited by 
them the schools would have been supported 
by the Federal Government trom Washington 
at the expense of the seif-respect of parents. 
It would have checked all effort to develop 
the school system and to look after it on the 
part of the taxpayers, tor if the Government 
were to undertake the business of educawon 
why should any man pay taxes for it? It 
would have crushed out the growing willing- 
ness of the Southern people to tax themselves 
for their schools and their pride in their 
rapidly increasing prosperity. It would have 
placed them in the attitude of paupers. It 
would have impertied the schools by bring- 
ing them under political influences, and its 
ultimate result would have been to trans- 
fer them from State to National 
control. A large amount of the 
money would have been frittered away, mis- 
appropriated, and wasted. There was no 
provision made in the bill by which Southern 
State Governments were obhged to devote 
any of the money to the education of negro 
children. And, finally, after leaning upon 
the paternal Government for eight years, the 
peopie would have been ieft helpless unless 
the time were extended and millions more 
were taken from the Treasury. There was 
every reason indeed why this dangerous bill 
should have been defeated and not one rea- 
son in its favor. Even the very section of 
the country which it proposed to help was the 
most determined in its opposiuon. It did not 
wish to have ail that it had done swept uside.. 
Its priae was touched and it declined to pose 
before the country as a pauper. No greater 
catamity could have occurred to the South 
than the passage of the Blair bill, and the 
Southern people as well as the Northern 
will draw along breath of relief now that 
the danger has passed over. Tur Cuicaco 
TRrsune, which has been in the fight from 
the first, congratulates all concerned on the 
result. Now let us hear no more of the Biair 

bill. The country 1s tired of it. 


THE M’KINLEY BILL AND THE PAN- 
AMERICANS.

The correspondence as ne set forth in the im- 
perial rescripts in the matter of Prince Bis- 
marck’s resignation only serves to still fur 
ther mystify that affair. It has been gener- 
allyassumed that the motive for the Chan- 
cellor’s resignation . was an irreconcilable 
disagreement between himself and the Km- 
peror, but if the rescripte mean anything 
they mean that there was no such disagree- 
ment. In the first of these documents the 
Emperor accepts the Chancellor’s statement 
of hig ill-heaith and advanced age as a suf- 
ficient and the only cause, and accompanies 

the acceptance with a display of personal 
good will, friendship, and affection which 
has every appearance of sincerity and gen- 
uineness. The second rescript is still more 
significant, Ithas been assumed that Bis- 
marck’s policy was a peaceful one and the 
Emperor's policy a military one, but this re- 
script disposes of that assumption also. He 
disunctly affirms that Bismarck’s “ wise and 
energetic policy of peace by which his Maj- 
esty 18 resolved to be guided in future, being fully 
convinced af its correctness, will always be re- 
membered abroad, and well deserves recogni- 
tion.” Asafurther proof of the esteem in 
which he holds the Chancellor he places him 
in the highest rank of the army by appoint- 
ing him a Colonel-General of cavairy and 
Field Marshal Géneral, and confers upon 
him also the dignity of a dukedom, which 
thé Chancellor accepts, though he had de- 
clined the same honor when it was tendered 
him by the Emperor William L 
Such words and deeds as these on the part 
of each sufficiently dispose of the reports that 
the resignation was caused by any disagree- 
ment or estrangement between the two. The 
trankness and sincerity of the young Em- 
peror are manifest in every line of his corre 
spondence, as well as the affectionate grati- 
tude and personal respect which he enter- 
tains toward the Prince. What then is the 
real motive? Is it purely a matter of old age 
and infirmity? Is there not something be- 
hind this pretext? Time, of course, will tell, 
but meanwhile the North German Gazelle un- 
doubtedly hits very near the truth when it 
says that the resignation was notin any way 
due to differences with the Emperor, but 
grew out of constituwonal questions, such as 
the limits of ministerial responsibility and 
the relations of the Presidentof the Prussian 
Ministry with his colleagues. This is at 
least a reasonabie explanation and tallies 
with the well-known ideas of Bismarck as to 
constitutional rule. He has never been a 
believer in the parliamentary rule of major- 
ities, He has never conceded that the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag were able to dictate 
affairs of state by legislation so well as he 
could do it, and the resuit has been in the 
past that when the Reichstag failed to do 
what he wished be dissolved it. Constita- 
wonail government with him was only a meth- 
od of admin stration. The power was still au- 
ocratic. The Emperor was still the State, 
and he was its representative. Whatever 
the Government proposed he believed it to be 
the duty of the Reichstag to accept. So long 
as he could dominate the Reichstag he was 
satisfied, but the recent elections have 
sounded the note of warning that the people 
are bound to be heard, and apparently he has 
heeded the warning, or has felt himself too 
old and infirm to longer oppose the popular 
movement of the Liberals, or continue the 
hopeless struggle of the old against the new. 
If this be-not the explanation of his retiracy 
the progress of events in tne new Reichstag 
will indicate the real cause before long. 


THE POPE’S DISARMAMENT PROPOSITION. 

The announcement from Rome that the 
Pope is prepared to act as a mediator not 
alone as between organized labor and its em- 
ployers but also in the matter of a general 
ana simultaneous disarmament of the Euro- 
pean Powers is an interesting phase of the 
labor conference which has been organized 
under the auspices of the young German Em- 
peror. The propositions of the Pope seem to 
have been made in reply to an invitation ex- 
tended to him by the Emperor to send a rep- 
resentative to the conference. He was un- 
willing to take any part unless his ambassa- 
dor should have precedence over all the other 
delegates, but upon further urging by the 
Emperor he wrote his Majesty to this effect: 
First, that the church shouid put itself at the 
head of the labor movement (which, it is 
hardiy necessary to say, would be at once 
antagonized by Socialists and Communists, 
who do not belive in any church); second, 
that the only relief is for the natuons to dis- 
arm simultaneously and allow the millions of 
unemployed to return to the ranks of labor, 
and that he is willing to use his persona! in- 
fluence ana the power of the church to se- 
cure that result. 

Exactiy how far the Emperor of Germany 
has committed himself in these negotiations 
wich the Vatican, which have thus far been 
conducted secretly, remaims to be seen. If 
the Pope could secure the result which he 
proposes—namely;: the disarmament of the 
European Powers— he would be a real bene- 
factor, not alone to Europe but tothe whole 
world, and we might fairly conclude we were 
on the road to the millennium. There are a 
good many ifs in the way, however. [f 
France and Russia would dissrm it might 
not be bard for Germany, Austria, and Italy 
to do the same, since they would then cease 
to be menaced by hostile neighbors. Engiand 
might readily follow suit, as she has not 
much of a standing. army. Once the big 
Powers had disarmed the little onés would 
be forced immediately to do the same, and 
thus millions of men now in idleness would 
be set to work creating wealth. Three or 
four million men in France, three or four 
million in Germany, two million in Austria, 
@ million in Italy, four or five million in Rus- 
sia, and over 700,000 now under armsin smaller 
cotintries, not to mention the thousanas in 
the naval service, who are now consuming the 
resources of the péople, bésides thousands 
more who tre engaged in the construction of 


respective couftries, ik Séeuila be entiseon 
in the work of increasing production, which 
would tend to the lessening of popular pur- 
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dreams will not be realized much before 
Brother Bellamy’s Utopia. 


WESTERN FARMERS WELCOME TARIFF? 
REDUCTION. 

A dispatch to Tas Trisuns from Des 
Moines says the Republican members of the 
Iowa Legislature think certain feaiures of 
the McKinley bill will give great satisfac- 
tion to the farmers ia that State. The dis- 
patch adds that in the last campaign Gov. 
Boies (Vem.) “meade almost as much out of 
his position in favor of tariff reduction as he 
dia of local optuon, and the idea took root 
among the farmers.” Hence it is now thought 
that a Hepublican bili which reforms and 
lowers the tariff to the extent of cutting the 
sugar duties down one-half, free-listing sisal 
grass and jute, and materially reducing the 
rate on binding twine “will greatly please 
the Iowa tarmers and aid the Republicans in 
carrying Congressional! districts this fall.” 

The changes alluded to are excellent ones 
and greatly in the interest of the farmers, 
but it is to be regretted there are so few of 
them in the McKinley bill If the farmers 
are pleased with the reduction of the tariff 
on a few articles which they have to buy 
what would they say of a measure which 
would cheapen other necessaries! Thus the 
bill makes no provision for the reduction of 
the cost of clothing of any kind, whether of 
woolens, linens, cottons, or silks, but on the 
contrary it raises the duties on woolen goods, 
which are now excessively high. It raises 
the duties still higher on crockery and alli 
tanwares. There is no relief given on the 
excessive cost of overprotected glass; none 
on hardware of any kind, none on furniture 
or woodenware, none oo farm implements of 
any kind. There is a reauction of the tax on 
tobacco for the benefit of the dealers, but no 
reducuon on the costly clothing of the 
American people. 

The Lowa farmers will also be disappinted 
to learn that along with a few excelient pro- 
visions the McKinley bill in its present form 
contains many that could only harm and in- 
jure the agricultural class, notwithstandiog 
all:the specious arguments and pretenses put 
forth about protecting farm products by im- 
posing higher duties on barley, oats, hay, 
eggs, peas, beans, etc.. Such propositions are 
made in the blind notion that Canadian farm- 
ers can be driven out of American markets 
as sellers without disappearing also as buy- 
ers. As amatter of course such duties as are 
proposed in the McKinley bill wili provoke 
retaliatory rates in Canada against American 
farm products. As it is now Canadian cattle- 
owners are asking for protection from the 
competition of American beef, and they will 
certainly get it if Canadian products are to be 
excluded fromthiscountry. A dispatch from 
Ottawa, Oat., says the Canadian Government 
“will without doubt impose a heavy tax oa 
American beef, pork, and corn,”’ and that 
“+ $3,000,000 worth of beef was imported jnto 
Canada from Chicago last year for consump- 
tion in Uanadian cities.”” Do the lowa farm- 
ers want, the large Canadian market for 
beef, pork, and corn closed against them? 
The Canadian farmers seli their choice oats 
here to make oatmeal for human food and 
then buy common American oats to feed to 
their horses, and they buy large quantities of 
Western corn to feed to their cattie and hogs. 
They supply American brewers with a better 
quality of bariey than can be grown in this 
country, and take in exchange American 
manufactures and farm products. Canadian 
eggs, beans, peas, and other articles of food 
may be kept out, as the McKinley bill pro- 
poses, with the result of making living more 
expensive to the factory operatives in the 
Bastern States, but it is bard to see how any- 
thing of this sort will benefit Western farm- 
ers. Canada sells us some things that sne 
can produce to greater advantage, and in re- 
turp she takes American goods, wares, and 
farm products. Greater freedom of trade 
instead of lesser between the two countries 
would be advantageous to both. The Mo- 
Kinley bill, however, is fashioned on the idea 
that the American farmer is to be benefited, 
not by reducing his coat of living or enlarg- 
ing his market, but by putting higher taxes 
on his customers. In that event the foreign 
customer would retaliate and the home cus- 
tomer would economize and reduce consump- 
tion as much as possivle. The idea that the 
tariff can be reformed by adding on addition- 
al high taxes to equalize the ones previously 
imposed is illusive, and will prove a sore dis- 
pointment to those wno are misled into be- 
heving it. The true method of reforming 
the tariff is to lower duties wherever practi- 
cable—to take off and not put on burdens. It 
18 in the power of the Iowa delegation to re- 
form the McKinley bill along the line of its 
meritorious provisions, and so make it highiy 
beneficial to Western farmers. This cannot 
be done, however, with a bill which puts up 
taxes and the cost of living on the farmers’ 
customers, and so makes them retaliate 
against him or economize anda buy as little of 
his products as possible. 


RIGHTS OF ENLISTED MEN, 

The incidents which led up to the court- 
martial now in progress in this city suggest 
the advisability of a radical reform in army 
methods, both of deportment and punish- 
ment. Itshould seem to matter little whether 
the private concerned is or is not all that is 
alleged against him. lt may safely be taken 
for granted that he is at a disadvantage, so 
far as evidence is concerned, while the pub- 
lic should not forget that Wild is not the man 
who is now on trial. Admitting all that is 
charged against him there still remains the 
important question whether or not be could 
have had a fair trial in the first place, when 
the prosecuting witness, Lieut. Steele, acted 
as Judge-Advovate against him, and the still 
more vital inquiry if the abuses to which 
that fact is an index do not imperatively de- 
mand correction. 

In time of war the soldier is necessarily 
under martial law. The petty grievances or 
even wrongs of the individual are small as

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WHY COMPULSORY EDUCATION 
TACKED., 

The Mflinois Legislature of 1883 passed an 
act for the compulsory education of children 
whose parents refusea or neglected wo let 
them have any schooling. It was introduced 
by Senator Walker of Macoupia, a Democrat. 
It was passed in both Senate and House by 
the aid of Democratic votes. No one looked 
on itasa party measure. It embodied the 
views which had been held for twenty years 
by leading Democrats and Republicans in 
this State. 

The law, however, was inoperative. The 
Chicago Board of Education said that the 
machinery for enforcing it would not work. 
If anything was done under it in the country 
it was limited to a few places. So last year 
the Legislature passed the act which is now 
on the statute books. There was no 
issue involved in this law, any more thar in 
the one it replaced. Ali the Democrats pres- 
ent in both Houses voted for it with four ex- 
ceptions, and but for Democratic votes it 
would not have been adopted.

This additional requirement of the law of 
instruction in English, however, was urgent- 
ly needed; It had been discovered that chil- 
dren born in this country were allowed to 
grow up to manhood in utter ignorance of the 
“American” language and of the institu- 
tions and history of this country. They 
were denied the ability to read in the 
language of this country; denied a knowl- 
edge of the laws, criminal and civil, which 
it was essential that they should know so that 
they might perform intelligently their auty 
to society and to one another, The safety 
of the State demanded that it should not 
have a crop of such maimed and crippled citi- 
zens growing up in its midst. 

It ‘nad been found that the existence of 
these American-born adults, who were Amer- 
ican in name alone, was due toasystem 
which has its root at Rome ana not in this 
country. Nothing is plainer than this, If 
it were left to the unbiased choice of Roman 
Catholic parents to decide where they would 
send their children they would giadly and 
almost unanimously s6énd them to the Amer.

HE IS DEFEATED BY JaOK M’AULIFFE 
IN THE FORTY-SEVENTH ROUND. 


The Lightweight Championship and $12,- 


500 St Stake—After Thirty-six Vicious 
Rounds Neither Man Secures Any De- 
cided Advantage—Terrifice Slugging In- 
duiged In Threugheut the Contest— 
Two Thousand People Witness the En- 
counter—The Betting. — 


San FRawnorsco, Cal... March 2i.—McAuliffe 
won the fight in the forty-seventh rouna. 


San Cal, March 21.—No pugilistic 
event ever held in this city created more intercst 
than the contest between Jack McAuliffe and 
Jimmy Carroll, at the California Athletic Club 
tonight. Lovers of this class of sport hed been 
looking forward to the fight ever since M@Au- 
liffe’s arrival here, abovttwo months ago, when 
& final settlement of the conditions was agreed 
Spon, and during the last few weeks the coming 
contest had awakened the keenest interest. 
This was due in @ great measure to the large 
Smount of money at stake upon the result. The 
Purse offered by the club amounted to $3,000, of 
which $500 was to go to the loser. In addition to 
this sum each principal had posted $5,000 on the 
fight, aking the total sum which would fall into 
the hanas of the winner $12,500. | 

Before the terms of the contest were com- 
pleted Carroll demanded that both men should 
fight at 133 pounds, but McAuliffe deciared that 
he could not get down to that weight without in- 
jury to himself, and it was finally agreed that 
the men should weigh in before the contest at 


187 pounds, 


A Dumber of sporting men arrived here from 
Eastern points some time ago attracted by the 
coming fight, ane 1t was freely reported that they 
had brought large amounts of money with them 
which they intended. to place on McdAuiiffe. 
When the match was‘first made Carroll was the 
favorite here, but soon after the announcement 
was made that there was so much McAuliffe 
money in the market Carroll's admirers evinced 
a Gecided unwillingness to come forward, the 
general impression being that they were hold 
out for odds. The consequence was tha 
up to the day of the fight the amount wagered 
Was not as large as was expec 

Two toone on McAuliffe was what Carroll's 
friends wanted, but the Eastern supporters of 
McAuiiffe made offers ranging from one hundred

Within a short time an 
extensive application has been made in Chi- 
cago and eleewkere by a g aluminium to 
molten steel just before ing into cast- 
ings, 1t having been found that one-tenth of 
l per cent of alumisivm so added frees the 
resuitant castings from biow-holes, which 
have been the one great ulty in the wa 
of the general application of steel to 
‘forms of castings. Even tnis small percent- 
age of aluminium-also materially lowers the 
melting point of the steel, taus stiil further 
contributing towards the successful making 
of steel castings. sy this same means pure 
wrought iron can be meited aua poured into 
ductile castings, a result never accomplished 
witbout the use of aluminium. Aluminium 
added to brass greatly increases its strength, 
and castings can be made almost equaling 
ateel in strength. Aluminium added to pure 
r gives a series of alloys which are used 
as imitations of gold, and the alloy of nine 
parts copper and one part of alumisium is 
the strongest known copper allow. With 
manganese, copper, and aluminium are se- 
curea some beautiful white alioys. superior 
to the nickel silver made from nickel, copper, 
ang ziue. In Many otner combinations alu- 
minium is giving results that were entirely 
unlocked for and new to the arts. 


ITS HISTORY. 

,, Lmvoisier,one of the world’s great chem- 
first s the existence of metais 
in the ordifary earcthsin tne latter of the 
last century. In 1807 Sir Humphry Davy tried 
im vain to extract by the use of electricity a 
metal from an earth which contained alumin- 
igm. He discovered caicium, the metal base 
of Gmestone, and sodium, a hght metai that 
will burs if thrown upon water, and is a 
compunent of common salt. He also discov- 
ered potassium, the base of potash. in 1824 
Oerstedt, a famous chemist of his time, 

thought he discovered the meta! aluminiu

WHEN IT WILL PAY. 

Practical man doubtiess will uire 
whether the aluminium industry has a 
really a paying invesument to anybody. To 
this question even the most enthusiastic be- 
liever in aluminium and its future must reply 
that the industry so far has not.been very 
profitable to any of the numerous persons 
and companies engaged in it. The 
reason given by te aluminium men 
is not that there is any doubt of the useful- 
ness of the metal at the prices at which it 
can now be produced, but that manufactur- 
ers do not yet understand its properties. 
They say that just as Bessemer had to wait 
for years before tne merit of his process for 
making steel was acknowledged so will the 
aluminium companies which have laid the 
foundations of success be compelled to wait 
tall the merits of the beautiful white metal 
afe more fully recognized before fortunes 
can be made by separating it from the sub-

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That Is What @® London Contemporary 
Calis Out Own Phineas 7. Barnam-. 

London Saturday Heview: Mr. Phineas T. 
Barnum stil lingers within our shores, re- 
luctant to tear himself from the embrace of 
his admirers. His menagerie has been re- 
moved in the Furnesia, never, we humbly 
trust, to be again seen or mentioned on this 
side the broad Atlantic. Mr. Barnum has 
characteristically taken his leave some time 
before taxing his departure, in a 
letter which it would be difficult to 
match for taste and style. It is headed 
“Barnum’s Farewell.” It is dated 
“this 17th day of February, 1890”; it speaks 
of “my greatest show on eartb,’’ and it con- 


‘ cludes as follows: “I thus address the worid 


through the medium of the latest wonderful 
invention—Hdison’s phonograph—so that my 
voice, like my great snow, will reach future 
generations and be heard centuries after I 
have joined the great and, as I believe, happy 
majority.””’ A mathematician nas, we believe, 
lately caicuiated that the dead are tne mi- 
nority after all—such is the rapid growth of 
population. We cannot pretena to follow 
this ingenious speculation, But we may 
venture to pronounce those happy who have 
not yet made the acquaintance of Mr. Bar- 
num, or his show, or his advertisements, or 
his stories, or his hosts, or his guests, or any- 
thing that is his. The phrase against which 
@ mathematical assault has been made was 
not, as Mr. Chamberiain supposes, invented 
by the late Mr. Bright, or even by his friend 
Mr. Cobden. 

Now that Mr. Barnum has adopted it, its 
long career may fitly close, as ostracism 
closed with gy hg te and obstrucuon by 
Biue-book witn Mr. Biggar. It does not ap- 

r that the United States are weeping for 

r. Barnum or refuse to be comforted be- 

cause he is notin them. The American peo- 


re enn when. scientific 
listen with ecstasy to 
Barnum. It may be that they would 
even suffer his remains to repose in an 
Eagiish churchyard without raising 
an international aifficulty. The decadence 
of Europe is suitable to the showman, who 
must be more or less out of plave where nat- 
ure is herself in the business. It is not easy 
to disfigure London, but Mr. Barnum, with 
his wonderful acuteness has overcome all 
obstacles, and intensified the normal hideous- 
ness of the hoarding. It is appalling to re- 
flect that his countenance has gazed — 
us for more than fourteen weeks, and has 
caused both kinds of mustard to be alike for- 


gotten. 

We do not grudge Mr. Barnum his pecuni- 
ary success. On-the contrary, we conceive 
that to be his appropriate reward. He fur- 
nished amusement of the most harmless sort 
for many thousands of children, and if peo- 
ple were morbid epough w inspect his mon- 
strosities they have only the ves to 
thank if they had the decency to be 
ed. But if it were practicable it would be 
advantageous for this nation to uire or 
assume some sense of dignity. Great Britain 
ia cpen to all the world. Either Mr. Barnum 
or any other self-advertising tradesman is 
free to come and go as he pleases. Isitquite 
necessary that his arrival should be cele- 
brated by public rejoicings and festivities, as 
if he were the President, or a new American 
Minister, or an old American author! Must 
peers and members of Parliament dance at- 
tendance upon the proprietor of a circus, or 
write long and eloquent letters of apology 
for not dining with him? Having rushed 
into the arms of Buffalo Bill we w 
pérhaps, bound to show our fairness an 
consistency by effusively embracing Phineas 
T. Baroum. Perhaps we may now pause, 
draw the line, recover our composure, and 
not again make ourselves the iaughing-stock 
of educated foreigners. 

Harnum has been. described by a zealous 
apd zodlogical reporter, who must have for- 
gotten his Gladstone as well as his grammar, 
as “the most wonderful of the octogenaria 
of the age.”” When “tbe most wonderfu) ” 
specimen of this botanic class returns to his 
native land be will not be accompanied from 
his snip by admiring crowds, nor will he be 
entertained by the culture of ton, or even 
the wealth of New York. His arrival wil! 
excite just as much or just as little enthu- 
siasm as Mr. Pepper excited here 


on 
bis return from Australia the other 
day. We do not add to our repu- 


tation abroad by this indiscriminate fuss 
ever foreign celebrities and notorieties. A 
ular preacher from the Capital of the 
mpire State was once announced to lecture 
in San Francisco on the ‘‘Seven Plagues of 
New York.” Thecommentof the New York 
was brief and pointed. “Dr. —— 
forgets,” it ran, “that since he left this city 
there are only six.’’ Barnum might do worse 
than discourse on the bores of London, who 
have rallied sound him in shoals and 
siaacagen him hard as compilers of extracts 
vag works r Mr. Joseph Miller.

DECAY OF ENGLISH ART. 


THE DISAPPOINTING EXHIBIT OF 1HE 
SOCIETY OF BRITISH ARTISTS, . 


A Collection of Pictures Which May Be 
Set Down as Utterly Bad—Strikiag, 
Contrast Between the Richness and 
Beauty of Oid English Art and the 
Stupidity of the Modern Product—Some 
Rare Portraits by the Old Masters. 

Lonpow, March 12.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}—London contains many surprises for 
the inexperienced traveler, and none are 
more difficult to comprehend than the coa- 
trast between the richness and beauty of old 

English art and the stupidity of the modern 

peodutt. From the Olid Masters’ exhibiuon 

at the Royal Academy to the exhibition of 
the Society of Britush Artists isa long step, 
and one cannot understand how a nation 
which a century ago climbed so high could 
now stoop so low. I had been informea that 
the Society of Brigish Artists offered a bad 
show this year, but I uever dreamed that 
any collection of pictures would be so unut- 
terably bad as this one proved. With ali due 
reverence for the artistic vocation, with an 
earnest desire to understand the artist’s 
meaning and sympathize with his purpose, 
I looked at’ every picture on these 
walis, and I can deliberately say not one of 
them would be admitted to the art galleries 
of the Chicago Mxposition orto any other 
self-respecting American exhibition. The 
place iooked lixe a chromo-shop, where the 
rawest color, the crudest composition, and 
the most pitiiess sentimentality were re- 
morselessiy exposed to the pure light of day. 
I wonder the Goveroment did not assume 
despotic power and suppress it asa stain 
upon the national honor. It would not be 
just to judge. ali English artof the present 
day by this, but the very possibility of such 
an exhibition being offered by a representa- 
tive society proves that the standard of ex- 
ceilence is far lower in Engiand than in 
either France or America. The French mas- 
ters can at least teach a student 


how to paint, how to express whatever 
message is in him. ff the message 
is ‘vapid the artist, ot the master, is to 
blame; his mind is shallow and bis imagina- 
tion weak. Buta workman who.cannot use 
his toois is impotent, even though his inten- 
wwons are the best in the world. And this 
seems to be the present predicament of En- 
glish art. ; 


The nation at large, however, has no real- 
ization of the reason for its loss of prestige. 
Not long ago the London Telegraph wailed 
patheticaily over American indifference to 
English art, and chided English painters for 
their failure to make their pictures known 
to a nation whose neglect must be due to ig- 
norance. ‘*Tne English pictures at the first 
biush would seem to be the paintings which 
would prove most acceptable to a nation like 
the Americans, among whom the old prudery 
of the Puritan still lingers; who. have a keen 
delight im the beauties of nature, and who 
cultivate to a most gratifying extent the 
home affectuons and all the domestic virtues, 
Yet we find our transatiantic kinsmen in- 
clined toa melancholy extent to leave En- 

lish painters of landscape, genre, and caild- 
fife out in the cold, and to run mad after the 
performances of the Gérdm the Meis- 
soniers, the Bouguereaus, the Henners, the 
Corots ot France’’—a preference which 
the TZelegraph pronounces “ inexplicable 
but undeniable and disastrous.”’ That 
Americans should buy French art when 
tney might have glish sentimental- 
ity is set down not to the taste 
but to the commerciai instinct. “They buy 
European pictures only as ‘big things,’ 


od nak cals 
- not o as joys 
investments the Shrines value of which 
will steadily increase.” Not one suspition 
that French painters gain the patronage be- 
cause they can paint better. It is gratifying 
to know that. our “home affections” and 
“domestic virtues” are recognized in the 
mother country; but it would ve too severe 
@ punishment it we were compelled to pay 
for such recognition by the purchase of 
“ Baby’s First Tooth,” *Grandma’s Birthb- 
day,” and other examples of fireside senti- 
mentality which are. turned off by the hun- 
ared for the delectation of the British pub- 
lic. Smug-faced childhood poses not for 
art but to gratify the self-complacency of 
the gazing world with an impression of 
universal placidity ana contentment. The 
average Englishman does not like to be made 
ancomfortable with a new idea. Just at 
present the world is busy with social prob- 
jems whose solution threatens to shake the 
foundamuons of society. This is enough die¢- 
quietude; art must be tranquil, must walk io 
the beaten path and busy herself with the 
domestic yirtues. There is a curious simi- 
larity between this view of the mission of art 
and the good old-fashioned idea of the mis- 
sion of woman; and it indicates how difficult 
it is for the Philistines to conceive of art as 
aman’s business, fully as worthy the life- 
long devotion of a strong mind as the army, 
the. jaw, or the counting-room. In France 
art is worshiped as the earthly manifesta- 
tion of divine truth. In England, save by 
the few, it is flattered as one of the feminine 

aces of life, useful to take men’s minds off 

rom serious affairs. Bats bts 

: LACK OF ARTISTIC FESLING. 

The Society of British Artisis was not al- 
waysin its present hopeless condition. A 
few years ago the irrepressibie Whistler 
took hoid of it and made it the exponent of

In faci, nothing car shake the confidence 
of the great British public in the Royai Acad- 
emy. A man wield the brush of a 
Titian, but if he cannot write R. A. after his 
name, fame and fortune will scarcely fiad 
him. Itis vain toargue. There can be only 
forty academicians and thirty associates, 
and that number would be insufficient to in- 
ciudé all: tne best names in British art, even 
if only the best names were there, as is no- 
toriously not the case. The academy cannot 
be progressive, because the majority of the 
members are necessarily old men, trained in 
the past, the favorites of a bygone period. 
Yet these facts make no difference with the 
public, which respects the royal academician 
and his cabalistic initials for the same rea- 
son that it respects a lord, because of its 
hereditary love of ancient institutions and 
titles in general. Of course the academicians 
encourage the delusion. Holding practicaliy 
& monopoly of the artistic honors in England 
it was asevere shock to their pride to have 
their pictures judged and rewarded strictly 
on their merits at the Paris Exposition—to 
see men whom they had ignored in England 
bearing off coveted honors over their heaas. 
It may be due to the enormous prestige of 
tne academy and its enormous conservative 
influence that English as has fallen behind 


A GLOBIOUS PAST. ey 
Yet a century ago English painters were 
creating landscape art, were painting pict- 
ures déstined to wspire the most famous 
French school of this century. It is amaz- 
ing to walk through the Britisn department 
of the National lery and note how di- 
rectly the men of Barbizon received their 
inspiration for the study of nature from 
Gainsborough, and Stothard, and Constable. 
These Englisnmen vaiued the same qualities 
which the Frenchmen afterwards sought so 
earnestly; loved harmony of tone, light, at- 
mosphere, subtle beauties of. color, truth of 
effect rather than minute exactness of detail. 
For pastoral reposefulness and harmonious 
richness of color Corot was never more won- 
derful thaa Gainsborougn in nis *“ Market 
Cart” or Constabie in bis “ Hay-Wain.” In. 
such pictures as these the simplest outdoor 
subjects are inspired with noble imaginative. 
be@uty. In them tere is no sacrifice of the 
pure pictorial effect, none of that literary 
i which haunts English art today. 
‘urner’s inspiration is even more imagina- 
tive, his powerevyen more intense. Turner 
was @ dreamer with color, a man of visions 
and ecstasies, who interpreted for men the

supply. The present exhibition is rich 


in fine examples of the English portrait- 
painters—pictures which force us to believe 
that portrait-painting is a lost art im our 
boastful times. The jarge human tender- 
ness, the broad, inte nt sympathy of 
Reynolds make one love him for himseif as 
well as for his pictures. He treats humanity 
with gonatews charity, finas and reveals the 
good in mah and woman, exposes the pure, 
broad smile with which human nature loves 
to greet the blue sky and the green earth. 
He kuew well all the subtieties of his craft— 
the delicate influences of color, the require- 
ments of unity, the emphasis of light and 
shade; end his work was inspired by an im- 
agination always sympathetic and noble 
and pure, To his gentieness the brilliancy 
of Gainsborougn is a strong contrast. 

George Romney is another sympathetic 
portrait painter; and one of his pictures—a 
‘Portrait of Mrs, Stables and Her Two 
Daughters ’—has' brought good tuck to one 
quiet English household.

But for all his royal splendor he is the most 
lovable of babies, with tiny golden curls and 
the round, biack, .serious eyes of childhood.

THE GRACEFUL MINUET RESTORED. 
European Society Returning to the Once 
Popular Dance—the Paris Style. 

Berliner Borsen-Courier; Tne minaet which 
Strauss is about to introduce to tne partial 
exclusion of his own waltz was tne first ball- 
dance which had a really world-wide popu- 
larity. It is a slow, dignified dange, an ap- 
propriate prodact of the time and place of its 
birth. It is very old.’ When Don Juan 
d’Austria went incognito from Brusseis to 
Paris nothing he saw during his famous trip 
excited his admiration half so much as the 
grace with which the beautiful Margaret of 
Burgundy danced thé minuet. Ober beaus 
and titled dandies of the same period also 
put in writing flattering allusions to the 
beauties of this dance. Nevertheless, it is 
exceedingly. doubtful that the minuet of 
those times was. the original model of the 
minuet of today. cae : 

The minuet which recently has appeared 
in the Parisian salons was invented by the 
French baliet-master, Gardel,or rather was 
evolved by bim from a much older dance for 
the celebration of the marmage of King 
Louis XVL “Minuet of the Queen” 1s the 
title which the t Gardel gave to his 
new dance in bonor of Marie Antoinette. 
The figures of a dance of the time of Louis 
XIV. were. utihzed by Gardel as the basis of 
his new minuet. 
every court bail of Louis AIV, 
opened, consisted mostly therein 
the gentleman and the lady 
each other, moved a few steps forward 
and backward in time witn dignified and 
sonorous music, bowed deeply, and returned 
to their places. This dance was called the 
“Braule.” It was succeeded by the gavotte, 
in which “the gentlemen Kissed the bouquet 
of flowers, and wita a deep bow handed it to 
his partner.”
